“  PROVINCIAL  ELECTIONS  ACT.” 

(Section  1ST.) 

I  PURSUANT  to  the  provision  of  section  1ST  of  the  “  Provincial  Elections  Act,’ 
being  chapter  70,  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1924,”  and  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  full  and  due  effect  to  the  meaning  and  intent  of  the  pro\isions  of 
the  said  Act,  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to 
make  the  following  regulation: — 

That  in  the  case  of  Vancouver-Burrard  Electoral  District,  Vancouver  Centre 
Electoral  District,  Vancouver  East  Electoral  District,  Vancouver-Point  Grey  Elec¬ 
toral  District,  and  Victoria  City  Electoral  District,  respectively,  in  the  grouping  of 
the  names  of  candidates  for  the  purposes  of  subsection  (4)  of  section  81  of  the 
“  Provincial  Elections  Act,”  the  names  of  all  candidates  whose  respective  nomina¬ 
tion-papers  do  not  contain  a  statement  of  party  affiliation  shall  (subject  to  such 
written  directions  of  the  Premier  of  the  Province  and  the  recognized  leader  of  the 
Opposition  Party,  respectively,  as  may  be  given  pursuant  to  that  subsection)  be 
placed  in  a  group  indicated  by  the  heading  “  Independent  Candidates.”
